JIi Lords and Gentlemen, 


Ihare the honour to submit my Report for the year 1901. 

The Gallery was opened to the public throughout the year, except during the month 
of October, when it was closed for cleaning, &c. 

Owing to the alterations which are being carried out the water-colour gallery has 
been closed and the collection of water colours and other drawings temporarily with- 
drawn from exhibition. As the alterations necessitated also the pulling down of the 
boardroom and offices it was found necessary to shut off one of the smaller galleries 
and convert it into a temporary office, and the pictures in this room have consequently 
been temporarily withdrawn frbm exhibition. Other budding operations have also 
somewhat disarranged the collection. 

The carrying out of the new works has made fair progress, and it is hoped that the 
new galleries will be in a condition to receive their contents before the end of September, 
and that the work of re-hanging the collection may be begun in October next. 

As in the previous year it has not been possible to record the number of visitors 
the Gallery, but it has been well up to the average of recent years. 

Tickets of admission to copy in the Gallery were issued to 14 persons 11 ladies 
and 3 gentlemen. The total number of attendances by students and artists was 769.

The work of protecting the pictures with glass, which, as pointed out in my last 
year’s report, has been found absolutely necessary, has been continued, and all the 
pictures, with few exceptions, are now glazed. 

The following alterations in the Board of Governors and Guardians have taken place 
during the year : — Mr. Charles Uniacke Townshend having resigned his seat, Sir Win.

Mr. Robert Atkinson, LL.D,, 
having succeeded the Earl of Rosse as President of the Royal Irish Academy, becomes 
a member of the Board.
